at Naples, or at Florence? Pray tell him (what in my last letter I desired you to tell 
him) that his Albania has risen in value. Wastepaper never was so dear in England 
as it now is. I languish to see the author. Against whom Byron do you mutter 
vengeance? Vengeance is mine and I will repay, saith the Lord. There is not one 
just cause why I should be in spirits, as yet I am scarcely depressed. My friends 
are all out of England, the King’s Dominions, or in the King’s Bench.’’ Ete. 

‘No turnspitt gets into his wheel with more reluctance than I sit down to. 
write, yet no dog ever loved the roast meet he turns better than I do him I now 
address. So said Oliver Goldsmith to Robert Brianton, so says Scrope Davies to. 
Baron Byron. 


‘* IT have not heard from or of Hobhouse for the last three months, where is he? 
Did he conceive at Rome, and when will his nine months (years it ought to be) 
have expired? When I left you both on the banks of the Lake of Geneva last year: 
: Hobhouse threatened another expedition to Albania, not a secret expedition 
as you May suppose, but one to be published. Does he persist in this resolve? I 
trust not. The plague is raging through the whole of that country, and we have to. 
dread one of two evils—either the plague will carry off Hobhouse, or Hobhouse wiil 
carry off the plague from Albania and deposit it at Ridgways in the shape of a 
thick Quarto tome. May he live to write a thousand years—may he never write to 
live, for our friend loves the comforts of life.

‘‘ Being here alone I cannot help—with the thoughts which the place inspires

How often I wish you were with me, or that I could bring some voice out of these 
walls to tell me all that happened in those joyous days when they were inhabited. 
I will say, by as brilliant a knot ot young fellows as ever begun the career of life 
together. I have been passing some days with Hodgson at Mrs. Robt. Arkwright’s, 
and found far more fun, as well as feeling . . . than I gave him the least credit 
for. He not only told me many pleasant things, but gave me some letters & extracts 
of letters, which place poor Byron in all that amiable light, which it is my great 
wish & object to surround him with. I have indeed, been lucky beyond my most 
sanguine expectations in this neighbourhood, naving found a family at Southwell 
among whom he passed a considerable part of his early days, and who have given 
me letters and unpublished poems of his, written at a period which is now the most 
interesting of his life, as being the least known. I have got too, a curious draft of 
the will he made in 1811, with his instructions in the margin, and it is of course no 
new information to you that in that Will, he left all his personal property to le 
divided between you, Hodgson, 8. Davies, & I believe, the Rev. Mr. Beecher. I am 
to dine with the Masters’ next Sunday, and expect to get from her two or three 
little unpublished things which they tell me they possess. 

‘* By the bye, ought not you or I to give this beast Hunt a dressing in the Ed. 
Review? It is the only way, beyond a contemptuous sentence or two, in which we 
can condescend to notice him, and I really think a good sousing of ridicule, ‘ without 
mitigation or remorse,’ is a thing that either you or I ought to inflict upon him.

He refers to the war with Tippoo, in which Cornwallis was 
victorious, and the general dispositions on land for the persuance of war 
against him; the possibility of war between England and Spain, and an 
expedition to the Manilla Islands &c. 

They letters. of Admiral ‘Comwalls are ‘mostly | dratt > copies, 
addressed to Count M’Nemara, French Commandant in India, Lord 
Brisbane, Viscount Melville and written while in coramand of the 
squadron in the East Indies and later in the Channel. 

Cornwallis was appointed Commander in Chief in East Indies in 
1789 and in the early letters he announces that he is proceeding to 
Madras to water the squadron; writes to Count M’Nemara, the French 
Commander-in-Chief, in answer to a letter objecting to his landing in 
India with a force superior to that agreed on; leaves instructions for 
the commander while he goes to Bombay for an interview with the 
Governor General; states that on passing Pondicherry he observed a 
large French frigate and several French Merchantmen. He enclcses 
copies of 3 letters sent to the Commandant at Mahé, and information 
of assistance being given to Tippoo by the French there (these letters 
accompany). He refers to the detention of American vessels and the 


prices of naval stores and medicines purchased by the surgeons.

The latter letters written while in command of the Channel fleet 
commence with one asking Sir Robert Calder if he is ina state of health 
to accept command of a squadron against the French (with Sir Robert 
Calder’s reply, accepting); He also writes to Lieut. Maxwell concerning 
a dispute with Lieut. Losack over a cutting out expedition (with letter 
from Maxwell to Cornwailis stating that Losack was not present, and 
a letter signed A. Mitchell, Ed. Thornbrough, W. H. Jervis on the same 
subject); to Viscount Melville concerning the position of the ships at 
Brest, and the sending of fire ships there, with Brisbane in command, 
and to Brisbane explaining a letter from Melville giving the opinion of 
his colleagues. 

The scheme of the fire ships for attacking Brest was proposed by 
Captain Puget, who submitted plans and maps, and the ships sailed 
on 7th Sept. under Brisbane’s command. Melville had himself made 
the necessary arrangements and at the last minute disclosed the scheme 
to his colleagues who entirely, disapproved, and he was compelled to 
write to Cornwallis to this effect, with the resuit that the project was 
eventually abandoned, Cornwallis feeling it his duty to show Melville’s 
letter to the men prepared to run the risk of the expedition. 

The remainder of the letters and documents include, a document 
signed by Lord Chatham and Viscount Hood, being orders to Cornwallis. 
to. obey the Home Secretary, laéut./ Blaw siremert som the deman 
Islands &c.; letters from Francis Light, Governor of Prince of Wales’ 
Island concerning trouble with the King of Queda &c.; letter from 
General Abercromby; six letters from Thomas Eyles, Captain of the 
Temeraire, Richard Grindall, Captain of the Formidable, Admiral 
George Campbell, Admiral Gambier, Evan Nepean, Admiral!

On his return from the East Indies, Cornwallis was given the com- 
mand of the Royal Sovereign and joined the Channel Fleet, then off 
Brest. In June 1795, while cruizing, he fell in with the French fleet 
under Villaret Joyeuse, Cornwallis being obliged to retreat. Two of 
his ships, the Bellerophon and Brunswick were heavy sailors, in conse- 
quence of which, the French were able to draw up in two divisions, one 
on each quarter of the English squadron. By the morning of 17th 
they were well within range, brisk firing taking place between their 
advanced ships and the rearmost of the English, especially the Mars, 
which suffered considerably. Fearing she might be cut off, Cornwallis 
went, round to her support, a bold move which led the French to believe 
the English fleet was in the immediate neighbourhood. They relinquished 
the pursuit, leaving Cornwallis at liberty to proceed to Plymouth with 
the intelligence that the French fleet was at sea. This escape from a 
force so enormously superior, and especially the manoeuvre of the Royal 
Sovereign, considerably raised the reputation of the Admiral, both 
Houses of Parliament sending him thanks for his action. 

This collection includes Cornwallis’s draft report to the Admiralty 
of this action; a letter from Lord Loughborough enclosing documents. 
from Parliament, addressed to Cornwallis and the officers and men

A collection of letters and documents of the greatest interest and importance 
concerning the movements of the Navy during 1804 when England was at war with 
France, including several letters from ‘Viscount Melville addressed to Admiral Corn- 
wallis, to whom he wrote privately on many occasions on various subjects connected 
with the Fleet. These letters concern the fitting out at Brest of French ships and 
the possibilities of an attack on England or Treland by a section of the French fleet 
and that it would be to their adv vantage to come unexpectedly upon the Knglish 
squadron then blockading Rochefort and Ferrol, which would enable them to rein- 
force their fleet at Toulon and make it superior to that of Nelson in the Mediter- 
ranean. He thinks that if an attack is made, the objective will be Ireland, and 's 
taking steps to give that country additional naval protection. This would mean 
depleting the blockading fleet off Brest and on Cornwallis pointing this out, he 
writes promising to bring forth extra ships. 

Endeavour was made by the naval officers to keep peace with Spain, but on 
orders being received to seize treasure ships from S. America bound for Cadiz, one 
of which was sunk, war was immediately declared, in view of which Melville warns 
Cornwallis to be on guard although he doubts if Spain is as ready for war as reported. 

He discusses Captain Puget’ s scheme for attacking the French fleet in Brest 
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Dundas (Heary, Viscount Melville)—-continued. 


with fire ships, a project eventually abandoned. This scheme and map (which 
accompany) were drawn up with the greatest care, every probability being taken 
into consideration, and it was proposed to put Captain Brisbane in charge. The 
fire ships sailed on 7 Sept., Cornwallis being advised of this by a letter from Admiral 
Young, the Port Admiral at Plymouth. Melville, who had made -all necessary 
preparations, at the last minute disclosed the scheme to his colleagues, who entirely 
disapproved and he then writes to Cornwallis to do as he likes, he is on his side, 
which meant that Cornwallis was bound to show the letter to the men prepared to 
take the risk with the result that the project never materialised, although Brisbane 
received orders for its execution, and on learning the disapproval of the Admiralty, 
consulted with Captains Puget and Campbell, who together with Brisbane, wrote 
to the Admiralty giving their personal views, Capt. Puget expressing his willingness 
to do his utmost, ‘although he resented, as its originator, having the command given 
to another. Delay and the probability of the enemy having “discovered his inten- 
tions, decided Cornwallis to send the fire ships home, at “which action Melville 
showed his disapproval, as he considered the risk should have been taken. 

The collection also contains dispatch letters from J. H. Frere, then British 
Minister at Madrid (enclosing copy of a letter from Nelson; letters of Sir Edward 


Pellew, who was in charge of the blockade at Ferrol; Captain’s Puget’s letter and 


carefully drawn up plans for sending fire ships to Brest; Captain Young’s letter 
advising Cornwallis the fire ships had sailed; Brisbane’s orders to carry out the 
attack, and his letter (also that of Captains Puget and Campbell) expressing his 
views when the project was abandoned.

Charles Kean was offered in the early part of 1827, a cadetship 
in the East India Company’s service. His father, Edmund Kean, 
thought the offer too eligible to be declined, but Charles finding that 
his father was unable to provide an adequate allowance for his mother 
(who had been entirely separated from her husband for two or three 
years) refused to leave England while his mother lived. Thereupon 
followed a stormy interview between father and son, the latter declaring 


his intention to become an actor. 


At this juncture, a misunderstanding arose between Edmund Kean 
and Mr. Stephen Price, the American lessee of Drury Lane Theatre, and 
for the first time the great tragedian left his old theatrical home to 
engage with Mr. Charles Kemble at Covent Garden. Mr. Price, hear- 
ing how the son was situated, and thinking the name of Kean a powerful 
talisman, immediately made him an offer of an engagement at Drury 
Lane Theatre for three years. This proposal was gratefully accepted, 
and thus Charles Kean became an actor, destined to stir audiences to 


the highest pitch of enthusiasm when performing in the plays of William 
Shakespeare.

Ths is one of the mest interesting SHAKESPEARE DEEDS 
that has come under our notice. It is most remarkable in the fact 
that on the one Deed we have three names which are intimately con- 
nected with the great dramatist, and, moreover, the Document itself 
deals with lands about the city of Coventry in Warwickshire, not far 
from Stratford, and a city to which Shakespeare frequently alludes in 
his Plays.

SIR JOHN BARNARD was the second husband of Shakespeare’s grand- 
daughter Elizabeth—this grand-daughter owned New Place up to the time of her 
death. She died at Abington Manor, and in this Deed Sir John Barnard is described 
as of Abington. 


JAMES HALES of Snitterfield was evidently the grandson of Bartholomew 
Hales, the Squire of Snitterfield, who was one of the Executors to the Will of 
Thomas Combe, and as such had the privilege of handing to Shakespeare his Legacy. 


THOMAS SHAKESPEARE, Butcher. It would be interesting to find out 
exactly what relation he was to the Poet. We should imagine that Shakespeare’s 
father must have been this Thomas. Shakespeare’s great grandfather, as the 
dramatist’s father came from Snitterfield; and the Thomas Shakespeare in the Deed 
is described as a butcher. WILLIAM SHAKESPEARR’S father was also a butcher 
(butcher in this Deed evidently referring to a Grazier, not a butcher as we know 
him to-day). 


There is a dorities oe mentioned in ine Deca that ot NICHOLAS SMYTH, 
evidently a relative of SIR FRANCIS SMYTH, Lord of the manor of Wootton 
Wawen, who was also a beneficiary under the Will of JOHN COMBE. 


_ _ COVENTRY itself has great Shakespearian connections. In ‘‘ Richard II.” 
it is mentioned as the place appointed for the trial by battle between Bolinebroke 
and Mowbray, and the Scene in Act I, Sc. 8, is laid there. Falstaff refuses to 
march through Coventry with his ragged company. Hdward IV plans to meet 
Warwick at Coventry. The scene of Act V, 1, is laid there, where we are told that 
the King ‘* pytched his filde’’ in a plain by the city, but Warwick ‘‘ kept hym 
selfe close within the walles.”’ i
